Ni?w Zealand, March 29.— The trouble* 
growiiif,' out of the election of a UiiiK o-f 
Samoa have taken u more serious turn 
nnd resulted in a bombardment of native 
villages along the shore by tho United 
States cruiser Philadelphia, Admiral 
Kaulz eomunuiding, and the British 
cruisers Porpoise and Uoyaliat. The 
bombardment bos continued interiuit- 
tcntly for eight days. Several villages 
have biM'ii burned, and there have been 
a miinber uf casualties among the Am- 
erican and British sailors and marines. 

As iMatuafa and his chiefs, constitut- 
ing the iirovisioiial government continued 
to violate Uie troaly after tlio arrival 
of the Philadelphia Admiral Kautz sum- 
nioned the various consuls and the senior 
naval ullicers to a conference on board 
his ship at which tlie whole situation 
was carefully canvassed. The upshot 
was n resolution to dismiss tlie provis- 
ional government aud .'vdniiral Ktiut/. is- 
sued a prochiiiiation calling upon Ma- 
taafa and his cliicfs to return to their 
homes. Jliitaafa evacuated Mulinu, the 
town he had made his headquarters, and 
went into the interior. 

The German consul at Apia issued a 
proclamation supplementing the one be 
had issued several weeks before, up- 
holding the provisional government. As 
a result of this tho Mataafas assembled 
in huge force and hemmed in the town. 
The liiitish cruiser Royalist brought the 
Mallotoa prisoners from tho island t© 
which they bad been irausferred by the 
provisional government. The Americans 
then fortified Muliiiu, where 2,000 Ma- 
lietoans took refuge. The rebels, the 
adherents of Mataafa, barricaded tlie' 
roads in the province and seized the' 
houses. 

All ultimatum was then issued to tliem 
to evacuate aud threaten lug them, bi the 
event of refusal, with a bombaiilniont to 
commence at one o'clock in the after- 
noon of March 15. This demand was 
ignorc!d and tho rebels commenced an 
attack lu the section of the United States 
and British consulates. The Philadel- 
phia, I'orpoiso nnd Royalist opened fire 
upon the distant villages. There was 
great difUculty in locating the enemy, 
owing to deune forests, but several shore 
villages were soon in flames. , 

A defective shell STom the Philndcl- 
phia exploded near the American con- 
sulate but the marines outside esca'ne^. 
A fragment struck the leg of Privnto 
Rudge, shattering it so badly as to ne- 
cessitate amputation. Another.- frog- 
ment: struck the German consulate 
smashing tho roof.

has thus fur had the ofHcial support of 
the German government, came with start- 
ling snddenneas to olUciuls here, and dis- 
placed for the time being the attention 
given to the figliitlng around Manila. The 
shelliug of Mataafa was looked upon as 
of secondary importance, but the deepest 
interest attaclicd to the attitude of the 
( Jcrniiui government. At first apprelien- 
sion was felt that gruvo international 
complications might oasue, bnt those 
most intimately familiar with the latest 
ollicial exchanges between Washington, 
London and Herlin, did not take such 
a gloomy view of the outlook. Wliile 
recognizing that the bloodslieil at Samoa 
created a very serious and delicate situa- 
tion, yet it was saiil to be a situation 
whiciriiad been clearly appi-cliended, and 
had been discussed in advance between 
the repn}scntatives of the three govern- 
ments. The real crisis from an interna- 
tional standpoint occurred last week, 
when this apprehended outbreak was 
discu.sseil. Although relations wei-e 
greatly strained, it was possible to secure 
an uiuleistanding which Is said to make 
sure ihai the outbreak no"W reported will 
noc oiiuse a rupture in the relations be^- 
tween the United States and Germany, 
or between Great Britain and Germany. 

In an authoritative quarter thfci atti- 
tude oC the British and "American offl-j 
ciats was stated substaatlally as follows: 
It 'Svns mutually- understood between the! 
t\yo governments that the first essential 
in Samoa' <v<is to maintain peace and 
order. For that reason It was deter- 
mined tlilij:| |iny lawlessness on the part 
of Matadta or any other Samoan ele- 
ment which threatened the lives or prop- 
erty of residents would be suppressed, 
even though force was rcquireti. This 
^vas entirely without reference to the 
rights of tho three governments. Great 
Britain, the United Stales and Gennany,; 
and was merely a rule of self-preserva- 
tion and police security. It was not 
proposed to give Samoa over to a reign 
of anarchy simply because the German 
consular odicial.s at Samoa difl'ored with 
the Urilish and American olllcials. Out- 
side of these diCterences it was proposed 
to protect life and property at all haz- 
ards. When Admiral Kautz went to 
Samoa he also had as first duty to pro- 
tect life and property and to maintain 
order. It is evident that the bloodshed 
iias arisen out of this ujiited ofTort of tlie 
American and British connnanders to 
protect law-abi(iing niul peaceful ele- 
ments against the disorderly and rebel- 
lious sulijects of Mataafa. The German 
view, it can be statinl on verj' eminent 
authority, is not likely to raise a direct 
issue on the position thus laid down by 
the British nnil Amerio.-in olHcials. On 
the contrary, there is said to be a grow- 
ing disposition on the part of Gorm-iny to 
hold Ilerr Itose accountable for the dlffl- 
culties into which he has directed his 
government. 

London, March .'lO. — The morning pa- 
pers comment on the serious news from 
Samoa, the presumption being that the 
cruiser Tauranga was stopped at the 
Fiji islands by the admiralty because 
required for service at Samoa. 

The Standard says: "Tho rebellions 
chiefs must be coerced and punished ami 
something more than a nominal penalty 
will be required for the blood of British 
and American sailors. The Genua n au- 
thorities at Apia have incarred a heaw 
responsibility. We c.*nnot believe that 
Berlin will uphold their action, ns it i.s 
not worth Germany's while to quarrel 
with England and America over Samoa." 

The Daily Chronicle says: "There i.s 
only one alternative. Getmiany must re- 
move her consul (Herr Itosc) or go out 
of the protectorate."' 

Tho Morning Post commenting upon 
the "mystery surrounding the liffair." 
anil the "unpossibility of reconciling the 
events in Samoa with diplonnitie assur- 
ances lately given by Berlin and Wash- 
ington," says: "Admiral Kautz and his 
coadjutors were not competent to dis- 
miss the provisional Kovernment. TIio 
single bright spot in this dark l)usiness 
is that tlie Americans and British fonght 
splendidly together." 

Tlie Daily Mail says: "It is a consola- 
tion to think that as in Crete the spillin^r 
of British and American blood will bring 
a solution of the crisis, and as the 
friendship of Germany is the pivot of 
foreign policy her wishes should be re- 
spected in the final settlement."

Stockton, Cal., March *28.— Reports 
from many sections of the San Joaquin 
show that the flood caused by the late 
heavy ruins is increasing instead of i(> 
ceding. Water is still pouring in on tin 
lowbinds, but in some places the area 
covered is not increasing, owing to the 
depth of the pocketa. In some plac 
the water is so deep that the owners <lo 
not expect to have their land drained 
before July, too late for planting a 
second crop. There are many small 
streams in thi.s section, ,nnd it is these 
that are causing the most trouble, the 
larger ones being giMicrally high banked. 
In some places the flood will lie lioiieficial. 
It is estiniateil that tho flooded area 
covers nearly 30,000 acres. 



LET WIPES GO DOWN. 

Press Messages Now Flashed Across 
Sea Without Their Use. 

London, March 20.— Tlic Times this 
morning prints a lnnidroil word despatch, 
tho hrst press message by the JIarconi 
system of wirelci-s telegraphy, describing 
the experiments between South Foreland 
and Boulogne. The experiments were 
conducted with the Morse eo(ip, which 
was read as distinctly as if the termini 
hail been connected with wires. 

South Foreland is the most easterly 
land in England, consisting of a chalk.v 
cliff about 200 feet in height, proje<'ting 
into the North sea and having two light 
houses, with an elevation of .S72 feet. 
The distance frnui South Foreland light- 
house to Boiilogne-siir-Mor is thirty-two 
miles, the greatest jirevioiis flistance cov- 
ered having' been eighteen miles, be- 
tween Poole and Bounremouth. in Eng- 
land. An experience of fourteen niontlis 
had shown that no kind of weather 
would stop the working of the apparatus. 

London, March ;!0. — .Vocording to a 
despatch to tho Daily Chronicle from 
Dover, Signor Marconi, whose brilliantly 
.successful experiments with wireless 
telegraphy across the Straits of Dover 
have excited the liveliest interest, says 
ho has received an offer to report the 
America's cup races for certain Ameri- 
can newspapers.

The big deal between the Facilii- 
American Fish Compun, of Chicago, 
and the fish trappers and cnnners of the 
Sound will be consjmmated at Fair- 
haven and New Whatcom on Friilay, ac- 
cording to the statement of It. Onffroy, 
the promoter of the company, who with 
others arrivi'd yesterday. On the day 
mentionad ii!5i5U,000 will be paid to the 
salmon trap and cannery owners who 
have bonded to the Chicugo people.. Mr. 
Onflfoy has been elected vice-president 
and general manager. E. B. Doming, 
of the brokerage firm of Doming & (Jold, 
is secretary of the company. John Cuda- 
liy, the Chicago packer, is president of 
the company. 

"We shall pay about $550,000 on 
March 31 to the fish trap men and the 
two canners whose properties we have 
bonded," says Mr. Onffroy. "That will 
close the deal with them and will take up 
all the bonds made to us. We will then 
come into possession of all the proper- 
ties. Every bond will be taken up, 
none of them being permitted to lapse. 
That includes forty-si.^ fish traps at 
various locations on the lower Sound, 
the Island Packing Company's eaniuTy 
and the Anaeortcs Company's cannery. 
The total investment in traps and i-an- 
n(!ries will liuii he nearly .'?7(IU,0nil." 

But that is only a little more than 
one-half of the total ain<junt which the 
Chicago capitJilists will invest in Puget 
Sound, according to Mr. Onffroy. 'I'hey 
Will spend hero about ¥1,200.000 to carry 
on their business. They ar(> to build an 
immense canm'ry between Fairhaven 
and New Whatcom, steamers Ut ecjiuiect 
with their traps, a fertilizing factory to 
complete that every part of the refuse of 
salmon will be used, a refrigerating plant 
for the sliipinent of fresh salmon, hali- 
but !ind codlish t;o the Kastern markets, 
and it has lieen said they will establish 
the stroiiKcst bank on the down Sound 
for the transaction of their business. It 
may thus be seen that the scheme is 
very wiile in its scope and eont.emiiln tes 
the- operation of an immensi' business. 
It is probably the largest investment of 
l'>asteru <'apiial on the Scnind since the 
construction of the Fverett Monte 
(.,'rist(] niilroad and the purchase of mines 
by .Tohn D. Tioekcfeller. 

"Wo shall build BOnu>where between 
Fairhaven and New Whatcom, the larg- 
est cannery in the world," said Mr. Onf- 
froy. "It will have a capacity of 8,000 
cases per day. I cannot say what it 
will cost, for "we havi- not yet made close 
estini.ates of the expense. Then there 
will he a fertilizing plant for the niann- 
fucture of guano and fish oil from the 
refuse of the salmon and fish caught in 
the traps that cannot be used otherwise. 
Every particle ot the Salmon will thus bo 
consiuiied, just as Is done with the car- 
cases of beef in the great packing houses 
o£ Chicago. • Then we aball have a re- 
frigerator . plant for the shipment of 
fresh fish Bast | 

"The company is not a trust at all, 
and has none of the characteristics of a 
trust. .WjB. do not own all the salmon nor 
all the traps and trar. locations on I'uget 
Sound. The waters are free for any one 
to locale traps, and there is plenty of 
room to huihl canneries, 

"Work of construction on the big can- 
nery will begin at onoe, and it will be 
completed in time to •handle the spring 
pack. The fertilizing factory will 'also 
be finished. AH work will proceed lap- 
idlr from now on."

Some people who have lii-reto- 
fore eaten fruit between meals or just 
bi;fore retiring, and condemned it as in- 
jurious, have learned in Oalifornia to eat 
one or tw-o oranges with nearly every 
meal, particularly breakfast, and have 
found to their pleasant surprise that it 
was better than any medicine they had 
ever taken. 

.Many rcniarkable things have been 
i-laiiiied for oranges taken as a food, such 
as iiiiikiiig the coniiilexion clear and 
beautiful, curing thi! drink hiibit and 
numerous other things as varied and 
iiiiirvelloiis as the acliievemeiits of corn 
iiiedii-iiies, and there arc doubtless pei-^- 
sons who liav<> made themselves miser- 
able and ridiculous cii.tiiig oranges by 
tlu' wholesale in the endeavor to accom- 
plish some such impossible results. 

But thoiisaiid.s of perHons can testify 
that a judicious use of oranges is a good 
tiling, yet u few precautions must be 
taken. In the first place, buy nothing 
but good fruit, especially ripe fruit. 
(Ireen or bad fruit cannot be good for 
anybody. Then if you do not eat the 
or.'inge out of the shell with a spoon, as 
niaiij' prefer to do, be sure to piM.'l it 
carefully. The pith lying beneath the 
yellow is one of the most indigestible 
substaiices known in the vegetable 
world. It i.i better to eat oranges with 
a spoon, and take as little as possible of 
the cellular matter. Do not eat too 
many oriuiges at first, but if the habit of 
eating them .with ;meals is once formed, a 
person will:, never i be sntislied to ent a 
meal without fresh fruit of some kind. 
I'lio habit will work wonders in a short 
time towards regulating the system, keep- 
ing the blond in good condition and creat- 
ing a henlthy apiK'tite.

OUR TRADE WITH 

GREAT BRITAIN. 

The latest offleial rcturas plit Canada's 
export at .i;iC4,000,000. Of this .$105,- 
000,000 worth were sold to British cu.s- 
tomers; .?-ll),000,000 to Uio United States, 
and the remainder wn.s distributed over 
all the rest of the world. 

This proportion which our trade with 
Britain bears to the whole is very satis- 
factory, and the best of it is tint our 
exports to tlu? Mother CouTit.ry are likely 
to be much increased. The comparatively 
small export trade done by the Dominion 
with otlier coimtries besides Great Bri- 
tain and the United States ought to re- 
cei%'e consideration. It ou^dit to In- i)os- 
slblo to augment our export trade vei-y 
largely to the Orient and the Spanish- 
America republics. Wo had a conxmis- 
tioner in .lapan Inst year and he return 
Oil witJi very glowing anticipations of 
what might, !>(> doue in that country 
.\notlier eninmissiouor visited Mexico 
and South America and rejiorted that hi' 
found an inviting field for Canadian 
enterprise. So far so good; hnt wo would 
like to see something more done. Caii- 
nila has a Minister 'of C<annierce. If 
he has taken any further steps than 
those above indicated to extend Can- 
adian comraerco with the countries 
named, we do not know what they are. 
It. ouglit not to be impossible ti> devise 
means whereby our trade relations with 
those countries can be developed, and the 
duty of the Minister of Commerce is to 
<iisiM)vi'r them. When Sir Maekonr-ie 
liowell held that portfolio he made n 
praisewortliy and fairly sniwssfnl ef- 
fort to augment the interchange of com- 
modities between Canada and Anatralin. 
He did not remain in ofllce long enough 
to accomplish as much as he otherwise 
might have done. TIio present minister 
api)oars to have given only perfunctory 
consideration to the groat problem of 
trade on the Pacific. Our trans-Atlauti» 
commerce is in a healthy condition, and 
so is that on the Pacific, as far as it 
goes. The point we wish to make is that 
it does not go far enough, and that thf 
gtiverament does not appear to be doing 
.inything to strengthen Canada's position 
in what are the best markets of the 
world outside of the United Kingdom. 



RAILWAY CIIAUTEKS IN 

BKITISrr COLU.MRIA. 

On<! of the questions to which the 'l^ir- 
ncr administration gave a great deal of 
attcjition was. the respective powers of 
the Dominion parliament ami the local 
legislature in regard to railway oha_rt,ers 
within the province. The (luention i.i 
one that will have to be settled. The 
■prOHcnt Dominion government takes the 
position that federal aid will not be given 
to any railway company which does not 
possess ii charter from parliament, the 
obji'cl: being doubllcss to enable the 
federal authorities to exercise full con- 
trol over the enterprise, which is in 8oni(> 
ways desirable. On the other hand, it 
is unreasonable to ask .-i province t.o .aid 
:i railway over which it would have im 
control whatever. What <legi-ee of con- 
trol the province ought to OMeicise need 
not be discussed just now, for thi! point 
is tliat a province ought to have some 
control of a railway subsidized by it. 
We di> not say that the two positions 
ominot lie j-ecuncilrd, but only that no 
attempt has yet b(>oi) made to reconcile 
them. 

Another important question which 
arises is whether the federal parliament 
<'an grant to a company the right to 
ent(!r upon vacant crown lands for the 
purpose of constructing a railway, or to 
condemn private property tor tliat pur- 
pose. The crown lauds of the several 
proviuces are thoir own property, and 
there docs not appear to be any antJiorily 
vested in the Dominion to declan^ how 
.-iiiy l)orlion of them shall be used. Private 
own(!rship of property and proceedings 
for condemnation come withiu the defini 
lion "Property and Civil Rights," which 
the I!. N. A. net reserves for the Control 
of (he local legislatures. 

There is clearly an open question here, 
which must be dispo.sod of. Applica- 
tions are pending in parliament for (he 
incorporation of companies (o build lines 
' <if railway in this province. The roads 
will all require the right to enter upon 
crown lands and occupy sufficient portion 
of them for their right-of-way. Does the

Spejiking of tho negotiations between 
Oonada and the United States Sir Rich- 
ard Oartwright said that if the republic 

had a government like that of Canada 
or Groat Britain there would bo no dif- 
ficulty in making a satisfactory treaty, 
but everything the United States commis" 
•ioners might do being subject to tho 
vote of the senate, thoir hands are tied 
to a very great extent. This feature of 
the Unite<l StAtos constitution ia an awk- 
ward one, and now that the nation has 
entered so largely into the arena of 
world-politics, there would ser-ni to be 
necessity for a change. It will be re- 
called that the treaty with Sjiain came 
within one vote of being defeated in the 
senate. If it had been, a very extraord- 
inary condition of things would have 
arisen. The persons charged with the 
administration of the government of both 
countries had agreed that tbe war had 
lasted long enough and that peace ought 
to be made. Oommisaioners were ap- 
pointed to arrange tbe terms, and thoy 
came to an agreement. So far as Spain 
was concemeil all tJiat was necessary 
was for the Queen regent to affix her 
signature to the treaty; but in die 
United States the agreement had to run 
the gauntlet of party politics and be sub- 
ject to the whims of senators imbue<l 
with phenomenal notions of their indi- 
vidual importance. Fortun.ately tlie 
necessary majority for the treaty was 
obtained: but if it had not been, what 
would have happened? A rejected treaty 
of peace might mean a renewal of hos- 
tilities, which under Oio circumstances 
would have been an extraordinary tiling, 
for the objection talcenjpy the promoters 
of the opponents of the treaty was to the 
fact that Spain was giving up more tlian 
the United States ought to assume. 

In the case of Canada, the treaty 
must be passed upon by a lot of politicir 
ans, all scheming for re-election, and 
hence ready to play to tlie prejudices of 
their localities. We do not refer to na- 
tional prejudices, but to those having 
their origin in trad(^ interests. The 
method by which United States senators 
are chosen is not calculated to secure 
for the country tho service of the best 
men. and oxi>erience will nndonlitedly 
demonstrate (hat the Presidont will have 
to be clothed with greater power in deal- 
ing with foreign governments than he 
now ia.

THE KETTLE RIVER SCHEME. 

Sir: Mr. Davlos' nmendmi.Mit prosenteil 
at the lioard of trade mooting appears li 
mo that It was In the natino to Kain time 
to nar country to sotllo anil luiiluro its 
transportation and siaoltliig oiitor|irlsos— the 
iiao not yet ooniplotoil ; tho other hardly 
yet liognn. It appears from the repnrt of 
tho dohato at tho hoard of trade that tin 
Columbia & Western railway will cost on 
on average $12,000 per mile greater than 
tho railway If built, along the Kettle river: 
so that au excess of over a million dollars 
is now being expended so as to keep that 
railway lino entirely within the provlni 

'I'lio hulhllag and operating of smelters 
within Canada can only be contemplated 
hy a oorpiiratlon having Immease capital 
Capital Invested In our country should be 
at least proleotoil In the earlier stages of 
Its enterprises, espoi.ially whoa largo sums 
of money an? being used In i^xplollatliin 
now (llKtriots, railway transportation and 
the ilevoinpmeiit of mineral wealth, and 
more partloularly whpii the aggression 
comes from a foreign source. 

It has been suggcHted that some of our 
business men were Impelled to vote In favoi 
of granting the charter from a fear of being 
boycotted In their trade relations with the 
Boundary country. 

.Should a charter be granted and the rall« 
w;iy built, then the only methods that 
soom available to protect the maiorlty of 
Interests and give to Canada the smelting 
of oar ores within tho Dominion are the 
guarantoo by such railway coming from 
tho .south that tho ores will he smelted In 
the liimiiilary ooantry, oiilv tlie levvliig of 
an export duty on nil ores shlppoil to .Am- 
erican smelters, only tho payment by the 
Dominion government of a bouus per ton 
on all ores smelted In Canada, Otherwise 
the rollway under discussion, acting In 
conjunction with the American gmclter ooni- 
hlno, can and will control the raining and 
smcltlnjx IndustrlcB of tbe province, If not 
of the Dominion. 

It would apiioar that personal Interests 
In a i-'i-eat uieasiiro govern all men, and 
that the Imiiiedhito toniporarv advantages 
being seized with avidity blln'd tlioir jmlg- 
mom, with the result tliat the oonmioreliil 
mining anil smolllng bidiislrles are sorl'- 
ouKly •■inoctod hy roasoii of disarfeol Inn and 
dlsciird taklm; the place of asslmi i.al Imi and 
ooalltinn of Intori'sis. 

Mining, railway and smollln;,' otiierpiises 
need the good will of each- otlior; tlioir in 
tcrests often diverge, each mast oft.'n 
give way and must needs "pool tlioir I 
sues" for nil of them to be profltftblo. 

It Is not probable that the question may

The following letter from Disraeli to 
Sir Robert I'eel was known oiily to a 
few up to the time of its publication in 
tlie private correspondcuce of.- Sir .Robert 
Peel a few weeks ago: . , v l 

^ Gro8renor-iGnte/-v : 

ScptiEmber 5, 1841. 
Dear Si? Robert,— I have ahrunk from 
obtruding myself upon you at this mo- 
ment, and should have continued to do 
so if there were any one on whom I 
could rely to express luy feoliugs. 

1 am not going to trouble yon with 
claims similar to tlio.se with which you 
must bo wearied. I must not say tliat 
I have fought since ISIM for contests for 
your party.that I have expended great 
jiums, have exerted niy intelligence to 
the utmost for the proi>agation of your 
policy, and have that iio.sition in life 
which can conimaud ii costly seat. 

But there is one peculiartiy in my 
case on which 1 oaniiot be silent. 1 
have had to struggle tigaiiist ii storm of 
political liati> ami uialioi; which few 
iiu'u ever I'xporioiiced, from the inoiaeiit, 
HI tin.' instigation of a incnibor of your 
cabinet, 1 enrolled myself under your 
liaiiner, ami 1 have mily ln'on sustained 
nil. lor those trials by the ('ouviction 
that the day would come when the fore 
miisl man of this country would pub 
lirly testify that he had some respect 
for my ability and my character. 

1 coiifcss, to be unrecognized at this 
nionient by you iippoars to me to be 
overwhelming, and 1 iippoiil to your own 
hiarl— to that justice and that magnan- 
imity which I feel are your charactor- 
istics— to save me from an intolerable 
liumiliation. 

Believe me, dear Sir Robert, your 
faithful servant, 

B. DISRAELI. 
This letter was backed up by a very 
curiiius appeal to .Sir Uobort from Mrs. 
Disraeli, written to all appearance, with- 
out her husband's knowledge: 
(Confidential.) 

Grosvenor-Gate, 
Saturday Night, Sept. 5, 1841. 
Dear Sir Robert Peel — I beg you not 
to be angry with me for my intrusion, 
iiut I am overwhelmed with anxiety. 
My husband's political career Is for ever 
(.•rushed if you do not appreciote him. 

Mr. Disraeli's exertions are not un- 
known to you, but there is much he 
has done that you cannot be aware of, 
though they have had no other aim 
but to do you honor, no wish for recom^ 
penso but your approbation. 

He bus gone further than most to 
make your opponents his personal ene- 
mies. Ho has stood four most expen- 
sive elections since 1834, and gained 
se.'its from Whigs in two, and I pledge 
myself as far as one seat, that it shall 
always be tit your command. 

Literature he has abandoned for pol- 
litics. Do not destroy all his hopes, 
jinil make him feel Ids life has been a 
misttike. 

May r venture to name my own 
humble but endiusiasdc exeriions in 
times gone by, for the party, or rather 
for your own splendid self? Thoy will 
tell yon at Maidstone that more than 
£-10,000 was spent through my influence 
only. 

I?o pleased not to answer tliis, as I 
do not wish any hiiiiian being to know 
I have wriKeii to you this humble pe- 
tition. 

I am now. as ever. Dear Sir Robert, 
your most faithful servant, 

MARY ANNE DISRAELI. 
When in IS41 Pool omitted to send 
Disraeli the usual circular announcing 
tho meeting of Paliament ho wrote in 
the tone of a wounded and slighted 
supporter. Peel replied with dignity 
that the omission was intentional and 
justilioil by Disraeli's attitude in the 
firoviotis session. "It gives me, how- 
ever, great siitisfaction," he stiid, "to 
infer from your letter— as I trust I am 
justified in inferring— that my impres- 
sions were mistaken and my scruples 
uiinocossary." The ground of his ac- 
tion may be soon in the single letter 
of his which moutinns Disraeli's name. 
It appears that at the end of ISVi Dis- 
raeli had apiiliod to nrahnm for ti 
place for his brolhor. Onihani gave 
him ''a civil but Ihit refusal," and sent 
the corrcsiiiiiuleiice to I'eel. Peel re- 
plied: 

I an; very gl;iJ that Mr. Disraeli has 
asked for an oliieo for his brother. It 
is a good thing when such :i mtin puts 
his shabbiness on record. He tisked 
mo for oflice himself, and I was not 
surprised (hat being refused he beetime 
independent ami a patriot. Hut to ask 
favors after his conduct last session is 
too bad. However, it is a bridle in his 
mouth. 

On the third reading of the Corn Pill 
(.Alay In. 184(5) Disraeli made an elalior- 
a(o onslaught on his late leader. Amid 
frantic party cheers he satirized him 
ns one by the very la'w of his being wns 
always changing old opinions for new 
"For 40 years he had traded on tho ideas 
and the intelligence of others. His life 
had been one vast appropriation clause. 
From the days of tlie Conqueror there 
was no statesman who had committetl 
political petty larceny on so grreat a 
scale. Yet he had told the House ho 
did not feel humiliated! It wtis im- 
possible to know what were the feel- 
ings of others. Feeling depended upon 
tempernmont. upon the organization of 
the animnl that feels." 

Other speakers followed, and it wig 
long past midnight when Sir Robert 
Peel rose to bring the long discussions 
on (he Corn Bill, which had lasted near- 
ly three monlhs, to ii close. On such 
an occasion to bandy personalities he 
felt would be iiii insult (o (he House. 
"Of the lion, member for Shrowsbury," 
he added, "1 will only sny that if— after 
reviewing the whole of my public life 
pi-ovioiisly to my nccossion to oflice in 
IrSri — if h(> (hen entertained (lie opinion 
of me \vhieh he now professes, it is 
surprising thtit he should have been 
roaily, as I think ho was. to unite his 
fortunes with mine in otllce, implying 
the strongest proof which any public 
man can give of confidence in the honor 
iind integrity of a minister of the 
Crown." 

The minister passed on to a iong and 
able viiidietition of his iKiliey. "When 
he sat down Disnieli rose again, and 
denied that ho had given any such proof 
of coiifideni'e. 

"I can tissure (he Tlouse," he said, 
"(hat nothing of the kind occurred. T 
can say (hat 1 iievi-r asked a favor 
of the goveriimoiit, not even one of 
(hose niechanic.al tilings which persons 
are obliged to ask. With respect to my 
being a solicitor for office, it is entirely 
uiifouiided." 

Iltid he forgotten his letter written in 
Sp|itomb(>r, IS-IL'? 

Sir Robert I'eel might have referred 
to it pointedly, but he did not. Signili- 
ciintly passing by tho assurnnco to tho 
House that "nothing of the kind oe- 
currod. he was content; to repeat his 
comment. 

"If tho hon. gentleman really believed 
that I deserved tho characti^r he gave 
"f '"0 (o-night, then it was not right that 
1 , should hovo intimated to mo 
that ho was not unwilling to give the 



proof of confidence that -would have 
been implied by the acceptance of of- 
fice."

"J. M. IJobinsoii, roachland, B.C., is 
A registration nt the Hotel Driard, under 
jesterday'« date; and as rcnclilaud is 
not quite so well knowa toj the outside 
world as "Victoria or yet Vancouver, a 
Jittle g-ossip concorniiip tlie pliice and its 
I)rosi)CCts may be apropos. Peiicliland 
is not yet a city, but '"opes to be some 
day." It is a decidedly pretty village of 
perhaps 150 population, located sixteen 
miles below Kelowua and twenty miles 
nortli of Pentictou. Tlie name, so full 
of delicious suggcstlreucss, was given 
for cause, the vilijigB adjoining Charles 
Lamblcy's famous ranch which enjoys 
the reputation of producing the linest 
peaches of the Piieilic Coast. And as 
cream is always to be associated with 
good peaches, tlio country tributary to 
the new towu is us promising- for dairy- 
ing jis for fruit growinj; possibilities. 
The sui'ur to niiike the dainty dish com- 
plete will oomu later, for sorghum grow- 
ing is among the contemplated industries 
of the fertile district. 

Nor is I'eachlaud without resources in 
the miueial line, several very promising 
gold-copper propositions being under de- 
velopment in the iniuiediate vieinity. In- 
deed tlie claims that the Camp Hewitt 
Aliniug Company are working come with- 
in the viliuge limits. Their ore is show- 
ing up well under development, several 
assays giving its value as .fli:! in gold 
and ?17 per cent, copper, while other as- 
says hiLve run iis high as in gold 
and eopner. The company, composed of 
Vernou residents entirely, have spent 
$10,0LI0 already in the exploiting and 
development of tliiMr property. 

The Canadian American Gold Mining 
& Developiuuut Company, of wliicli .Mr. 
Rohiusou is president and nnuKigor, 
have tiiirty-cight mineral claims between 
Penchland and Pcnticton, the ore they 
will worlv being chiefly free milling gold 
quartz. This company have been work- 
ing lor about a year and a half, and will 
crown grant some twenty-five claims this 
summer, as soon as they can be survey- 
ed. They have also located a new min- 
ing- damp fifteen miles back in the hills 
from'Fcachland, which is known as Glen 
Bibinson and for which a great future 
is confidently predicted. 

The village of Peachland is populated 
entirely by ex-Manitobans, who took the 
advice of their pioneer, Mr. Robinson, 
for many years editor and proprietor of 
the Brandon Times — which advice was 
to come West. As ii result, Peachland 
came into existence just one year ago, 
the colonists from Manitoba including 
thirtj- children of school age, with a 
teacher— a university and normal school 
graduate — who at once took their edu- 
cation in hand. 

As soon s\H they settled in their homes, 
the Kcttler.s built a first class school at 
their own e.\;pensp, equipped it with every 
modern a»;cessor.v, and formally opened 
it ia August last. 

The Peachlanders are for the most 
part from the neighborhood of Brandon 
and Carheriy. and it is part of their 
policy, initiated by Mr. Robinson, to di 
vert the streams of heiilth seekers from 
Manitoba to the Okanngan vall(?y. 

Very many people, as is well known, 
find the cold of llie Prairie I'rovincc too 
much for their constitutions, and in tin 
past these have drifted to California, 
there to find either health of disai)iioint 
nient. Latterly rlu?- dnnight- has been 
caiisiiig a rai)id diminution of (lie popu- 
lation of Ontario mid other Canadian 
colonies in the Oidden State, and to 
those who are looking backward to their 
own country from the States, as well as 
those contemplating a change from the 
Eastern provinces, the I'eaehland peo- 
ple present the advantages of the Okan- 
ogan, with .its . incomparably mild and 
dry climate. ' 

One recent addition to the resident 
population tried the Coast first for lung 
troubles, nnd found the climate too 
heavy. Then he went to Kamloops, and 
found too mueli dust there. He is now 
.regniiiing his lost health and strength 
in I'eaehland, ;ind has not hail an ill 
dn.v since his arrival there. 

As an aiLKiliiiry factor in its develop- 
ment, it is proposed to make Pcaehhniil 
one of the favorite health resorts of llie 
province. Tlie village has not yi.'l be- 
come possessed of a physieian or an uii- 
derlaker— for these are the two classes 
that would riirc none too well in llie 
new town. The lUKlertnker would be tlie 
only one of the two who would stand 
a chance of securing iiiiy business— for 
tJio doctor would possibly "starve to death 
for liicrk of piitients. 

One part of Jlr, liobinsnn's present 
business to the c.-ipitnl Is lo iiitei'view llie 
government willi regard to the desiriiliil- 
ity of eoiiKtriictiiig ;i road from Peai-li- 
Innd (o Princeton. At present, residents 
of the liUter iilace an^ obliged to bring 
in their siippHlcs by wav of ^pence's 
Bridge, ii tramp of 12U miles, while 
by the building of -j;! miles of roiid ofTor- 
nig no engineering dilllenlties. bv wiiy of 
Glen Itobiiison and llie old" CJrniiile 
Creek trail, the new town would be 
Drought into close eomnuinieation with 
the lake steamer servic'C.

Olson when he 
cniue out of tlie Klondike last year was 
perhaps second only tu Big Ale.'t. Mc- 
Donald ill the possession of liurd won 
wealth. He was llierefoi-e one of the 
most talked about of the Klondike pio- 
neers — and one of the best known to all 
readers of tlie newspapers. He and his 
Itartners are now returning north to re- 
sume the digging of gold on their vari- 
ous properties, which have been merely 
represented durhig the just-passed win- 
ter. 

AVheii Olson was last here, on bis way 
out, there was bappiucss in his heart 
that the mere poasesoion of a fortune 
estimated at a quarter of a million would 
not bring. Ho was going "home," after 
Iweuty years of roughing it in. the.hbrth- 
era. wilderness— fioing home to surprise 
the loved ones whom he had neither seen 
nor heard from in years. And for whom 
his possession of riches meant infinitely 
more thdu^it .did fo.- himself. ,It was 
this goin^t'i'hontc -'that he had tlioiight of 
and dreamed' of in the rugged north; it 
was for this that he bad waited through 
arduous years. 

And when the tramp over the trails 
was over, the steamer trip completed, 
and the fast express had landed him back 
in his old lowu home, what was it that 
the returning Argonaut found? New, 
strange faces everywhere — scarcely a 
uume that to him was familiar, hut few 
nmoug the residents by whom he was so 
much as remembeiod. llis family- 
father, mother and four brothers and 
sisters — all were dead. There was none 
left to surprise; none to share his for- 
tune. 

And thus it is that, while he had little 
thought of returning to the mines when 
be was last in Victoria, AndrcAv Olson is 
now returning to his claims on Eldorado. 
There seems nothing else for him to do.

V: INDIAN MISSIONS. 

A Thrilling Account of the Work , in 
British Columbia by Rev. \- ■. -. 
Thomas Crosby, .s-;' .V-t'^:."; , 

From the Montreal Witness. ■ ■ - ' ' 

The story of Indian missionR on the 
British Columbia Coast is full of in- 
terest. Great have been the cliangos 
wrought by means of Christianily among 
a people among whom existed degrada- 
tion and heathenism of the worst kuid. 
No less remarkable than the results of 
the mission is the story of the man who 
has been one of the principal instruinents 
in the worlc - 

Forty years ago there lived with his 
parents in Woodstoelc, Out., a Yorkshire 
lad named Thomas Crosby. Of the 
whole family of fourteen his mother said 
he was the most reckless and mischiev- 
ous. In the winter of 1S.5!) he v/as one 
evening induced, entirely ajiart from his 
intentions or iiudiiialions, to attiuiii a cot- 
tage pni.ver meet Lug. Through the in- 
IliKUiee of that nieeling he beeanie a 
changed lad. Tract distributing. Sunday- 
school (caching and local preaching were 
in turn taken uit. ami at the end of 
three years Thomas felt a strange draw- 
ing toward the mission field. His mo- 
ther hesitated to consent to his proposal 
to become an Indian missionary, but the 
same Christian like spii'it that actuated 
her son gave her mother-heart power to 
say 'Go, Thomas, and God be with 
you.' 

That was thirty-seven years ago, and 
yesterday the veteran missionary thril- 
led his iiearers in the Dominion Square 
Methodist Church with the tiile. 

The morning text was I's. xxxiv.. (!. 
Prayer and its answer was the (lieine. 
In the afternoon (he missionary (rented 
(lie Sunday school to an address and ap- 
Iiearcd in an Indian chief's costume. At 
night a platform meeting was held, and 
Cor over an hour the large congregation 
listone<l to his wonderful story. 

The American war was on, he said, 
when he went out first. There was no 
railways across Canada then, so he wont 
via New York. It took six weeks to 
reach Nnnaimo, his first station. There 
he built the first school, learned the lan- 
guage of the people, taught them the 
principles of Christianity and introduced 
the. blessings of civilization. IIo travel- 
led for year by canoe up nnd down the 
.si.x hundreil miles of coast, which with 
its capes and inlets is really six thous- 
iiml miles of coast line, worJcing, preach- 
ing and teaching amid innumerable 
dangers and discouragements, but with 
the^ most remarkable results. 

Fourteen years ago the steiimlioat 
"Glad Tidings" was secured. The boat 
was nearly wrecked twice, but she was 
recently inspected and repaired and is 
now jn-onunced as good as ever. 

.'Vfter twelve years on (he I.'-I.ind of 
Vancouver, with lieadquartcrs at .\ana»- 
mo and CliilliwacI;, the Rev. .Mr. Cros- 
by was sent to h'ort Simpson, wliich at 
Iiresent is a jiort rather than a fort, and 
about tweleve hundred miles from his 
foniier stations. The niissioiiarv's ac- 
count of the habits of the Fatlieail In- 
dians, painteil and savage and supersi- 
tioUK, and the great change Christianity 
had wrought among (hem, was s(ranger 
than fiction. Man-eaters and dog-eaters, 
witch-doctors and slave traders have 
been turned into powerful preachers of 
the gospel. When he went there, there 
was not 11 known Christian in those 
parts, now there arc two thousiiiid con- 
verts on tlie coastrand probablv as manv 
more have dicd'liu the faith "since the 
work commenced. A gi^and work has 
been done for tlie poor Indian girls who 
usihI to be sold into slavery. Tliere are 
still thousands of uborgines who hnvo no 
k-nowledge of Christ. Some have touch- 
ed tlie fringe of civilization, but they 
Iiave no teacher or preacher nnd unchris- 
tian civilization has brought to many of 
them more harm than good. The idea 
that tlie Indian is doomed to extinction is 
a false one. he said, and the fact that 
tliousanils have died In recent years is 
due to the slowness with which medical 
missionaries have followed tlie progress 
of commerce ami the Indian was not pre- 
I)areil for th(> changed conditions brought 
about bv civilization. 

Mr. Crosby left the Wesl last fall to 
a((eiid the general conference <if (he 
Mellioiiist church in 'Toronto, and in- 
tended returning in a month or so. It 
was, however, tliought wise that he 
should make a (our in EastiM-n t'anaibi 
liefore returning. He h.-is visiled cen- 
tres in Ontario and the Marilime ])rov- 
iiiees. delivering no less (linn a hundred 
and ninety adrcsses, ami travelling thous- 
ands of miles. lie cx|iecis now to re- 
turn in two or three weeks. Dominion 
Siiuare church hist year gave $1,330 to 
missions. It is likely to do even bettor 
this year. 

Mr. Crosby will lectnri^ in the church 
again this evening at S o'clock.

side of the., line, ' Both countries have 
rich ore deposits in' tie West, but the 
United States hos ' a • dcvolc^ed smelting 
industry, while Canada's stdielting in- 
dustry is only in its infancy. Over our 
low 'IJO per cent tarifl: it is easy for the 
American I'cfiners to ship in enough 
lead to supply this market, but their 
stci'ii 42 per cent duly is too high for 
our manufacturers to scale. There is 
still aiiollier and more adverse condi- 
lioii. Lead ore iniiiorled into the Unit- 
ed .States from (Jaiinda is subject to 
tile iiigli duty of .1',^ per lb. on the 
lead eoiKont, but, if the product is for 
re-exiKjrUtion, the ore is ndmitto<l free 
of duty in bond, refined in bond, and 
the resultant bullion shipiied out of the 
country again. In this way much 
British Colundiia ore is handkHl. It is 
sent to works in the UnitcHl States, 
there smelted and refined in bond, and 
its prodiK.'t exportwl, the main i)eeuni- 
ary benelit from the production of the 
lead going to capitid and labor in the 
United States, instead of to like iuter- 
esls in Bridsli Columbia, where the 
raw material is obtained. Thus our ore 
tends to go to the Unitted States for 
treatment, for tlie double reason that 
tlie low duty makes it nearly impossible 
for a Canadinn refining and smelt- 
ing industry to afford a demand for it, 
and that the American bonding ar- 
rangement facilitates the moveinent of 
the raw material to furnaces across 
the line. (JVjnsequently, although we 
have vast dejxwits of the richest ore, 
and though we have a market large 
enough to maintain several refinorie«, 
the lead industry in British Columbia, 
where it ought to be now flourishing, 
is languishing. There can be no doubt 
that if the home demand — which calls 
tor nbouc 2,000,000 lbs. of lead— were 
guardwl for Canadian smelting and ru- 
nning works, these would rapidly de- 
velop, and once they got on a footing 
to supply the whole domestic demand 
tiicy would be able to extend their 
operations to the foreign markets. At 
present the situation ^f the silver-lead 
industry is very much like that of the 
nickel industry. Last session the Gov- 
ernment wwis urged to take action, or at 
least to itppoint a coininission to look 
into (he matter, but it turned a deaf 
ear to those appeals of the Kootenay 
Hoard of Tnide. We are giving our 
own niarkcL to the American lead nianu- 
fasturers and we are enabling them to 
eaptiiri> the new and capacious markets 
of (Jliina and ,Tapan, to which alroad.v 
several shipments of h;ad made in the 
United .States from British Columbia ore 
have been forwiu'ded. The duties should 
be equalized.

FACTS ABOUT BABY CARRIAGES. 

IJ akes Xow on Nearly All— Rise of the 
Go-Cart. 

The predecessor of the present prevail- 
ing style of baby carriage, thirty or forty 
years ago, was built like a chair; it 
hail but two wheels, and the body, which 
had a folding carriage top, was support- 
ed on straps attached to a wooden 
frame. This carriage was drawn by 
means of a tongue in front, an attached 
to the under side of the tongue, near the 
body of the carriage was an iron foot 
or reit uiKin which llic carriage was sup- 
ported when the tongue was not held 
The immediate successor of the old stylo 
chaise was the perambulator, a baby car- 
riage with three wheels, two at the back 
and one at the front, the perambulator 
being pushed instead of drawn. The 
perambulator was succeeded by the four- 
wheeled carriages now in common use. 

In the course of time buby carina! 
brakes appeared, to prevent accidents 
when the carriage was left unguardeil. 
One of the first was a sliding bar 
tached to the runiung part of the c;i.r- 
rhigc and having a forked end which 
fitted a spoke, thus locldng the wheel 
There are now a number of styles of 
brakes, and they are in common use, be 
ing applied to low-pricod carriages, as 
wi'W as lo the more expensive ones. 

The modern baby carriage is made in 
a great variety of styles, cheap and 
costly, some of them being at prices re- 
markably low. It is a vehicle admirably 
luhiiited to. tlie uses to which it is put, 
and it seemed, excepting as to details 
as (hough in its present shape it had 
rea<died the final stage of its evolution; 
lint now the go-cnrt, a baby corrlagc of 
a dilTorent mode, is pushing it hard. It 
is estimated that pt the total Stock of 
vehicles used for baby carriages this sea 
son go-cftrts will occupy a third, or per 
haps more. The go-cart is produced this 
.vcar in a greater variety of styles tlmn 
in any previous season; and the cheapest 
of them (Mists considerably less than the 
cheapest baby carriage. 'The go-cart has 
been in use for four or five years, but 
the demand has increased from the start 
and is still incretising. 

The go-cart is propelled from behind 
like the ordinary baby carriage, but it is 
a vehicle of niiicli less bulk and more 
like a chair on wheels. Originally it 
was used only for older children, that is 
for children old enough to sit up, but it 
is now made with a moveable hack that 
can be (ip])ed at liny tingle and held in 
Iilace by set screws, and so made a re-' 
eliniiig as well as a sit-up vehicle. One 
characterisiic that is supposed to com- 
mend the go-cart cspeeially for city use 
is its smaller size. It can be more eas- 
ily taken in and out of the house, and 
more easily stori'd than the four-wheeled 
vehicle. 

The great season for the retail baby 
enrriage is spring. The babies have' 
been mor(> or less eooiied up in the house! 
Ilinuigli the winler, and every mother 
wants tlieni lo bave the benefit of the air. 
As iiiaiiy carriages are sold here in the 
.spring season as all the rest of the year 
put together.— New York Sun.

WAYS OF GOUNTERFEITEKS. 

More Profitable in Pretending to Make 
Coins Than in the Actual Opera- 
tion. 

From the Los Angeles Express. 

"The arrest of Louis Meyers at Revel- 
stoke, B. C, the other day for counterfeit- 
ing ten-dollar gold coins, rcnilnrts me,"- said 
Petectlve A. W. Nasli, "of my^ experience 
T^Ith.thls gang In this state In 1892. 
;• ''A .'; arrested and convicted Gonzales, 
'GuBdellblandl- Meyers for huviag lu their 
possession counterfeit Ave and -ieu-dollar 
dies, and succeeded, after a hard light. In 
sending the three of them to S.in iiueiitiu 
for ten years each. 

"This was one of the smoothest gang of 
sure-thing and conllilence operators that 
ever struck this Coast, and their muiiiier 
of operating was the most anliiue of any 
that I have ever seen or heard of iu a 
lifetime experience. 

"In 1R8S 'Sleepy Jake," well known In 
the lOuBt, came to San Francisco and soon 
gathered a little baud /Of cholee spirits 
around him, couslutluK of the above named 
operators. 

"Gouzalos, who was a full-blooded, UgUt 
eomplesloned Spaniard, and could talk 
French, Italian, Spanish nnd KngllsU with 
fluency, had" come to San Francisco from 
the City of Mexico with Ids two com- 
panions, Meyers, a Jew. and Guadello. an 
Italian, aud nn artist of no mean ability. 

"At first they began operations on a snif II 
scale, nnd were caught by (.'apt. L. W. Lees, 
of San Francisco, but could only be con- 
victed of a misdemeanor, and (jonzales, 
Guadello and Meyers were given a yei.,r 
each. 'Sleepy Jake' suceeded in giving a 
bond, which he promptly Jumped and es- 
caped. 

"It was while In gaol that Gonzales, a 
watch and clock maker by trade, studied 
.nit and after his release made, as 1 said 
before, the most unique piece of macblucry 
I have ever seen. 

"It consisted of a cylinder of brass about 
eight inches In diameter, which ope led In 
the centre and swung back on a hinge 
resting on the table on three legs. .\t ihe 
top was a small funnel to pour In the melt- 
ed metal. In tin; centre of the macbliie 
were iwii dies of the most perfect maa.i- 
facture, one being the obverse and the 
other the reverse sMc I'f a live-diillar gold 
piece.

Giiadello 
would heat the metal, pour It Into the 
funnel, nnd by touching tbe leg with his 
linger, iiresto change, the genuine coin 
would sll|) into tbe place of one of the dies, 
and by turning over the machine would 
drop on the tabic. 

"I'lcklng tills up with a pair of pincers, 
fiiiadello would Insert It Into a bowl of acid, 
having the appearance of water; a hissing, 
as If of hot metal, would follow from *ho 
acid eating off Ihe base nudal. Then It 
would be partially imllsbed and again taken 
In hand and dropped Into another crucible 
of what looked like melted gold; again 
takcu out and rubbed with a chamois sUIn, 
and the sucker would be handed what lie 
supposed was a counterfeit live-dollar piece, 
but what In reality was a genuine Uve- 
dollnr piece. Of course It was perfect, and 
\vould stand examination. ', 

"Gonzales would then , take the suckor 
down to a cigar stand or snloon If the 
sucker doubted, and In his presence would 
pass and chnnge the piece. On returnbig 
to the room It would bo explained to the 
sucker that the operators needed money 
to buy material, nnd for S'lOO he could 
have a third Interest In. the $5,000 worth 
of coin that they couldl make, -and that 
they would have to go to San 'Franclsco 
to buy It. 

"Tbe counterfeiters' layi.nt would then 
be placed Into a valise and ciirefiilly locked 
nil. Gonzales giving the key to the sneVer 

III keep, as an evidence of good faith, till 
they got hack with the materliil. 

"The sucker would sneak off, dreaming nf 
the fortune In store for lilni, and iiftci- h.iM- 
Ing the valise for days he would llnally 
break It open, nnd llnd what? A brick nnd 
some clods of dirt, while the gang were fur 
away In new fields. ,,, 

"In most cases the 'sucker' would ntror 
'siiural,' but one llnally did, nnd I got on 
to their trail. They bad turned a trbk on 
a man whose name never llgurcd In tlK' 
ease here. A man who keeps n small 
grocery store gave me the details, and then 
It was miinilis licf.ire I was able to get 
cascH agiilnst them. 

"I captureil Gonzales also at Delano for 
swindling a waiter out of nnd Meyers 
and Guadello at Mnderii for a $2r>0 trick i f 
the same kind. They were all three con- 
victed and only rclcnsi-il after serving 
their time Inst September, when they were 
nt once put under surveillance by Secret 
Service Agent It. S. Brown, of San Fran- 
cisco. 

"Bvldenly In going to British Columbia 
Meyers must have thought they would es 
enpe the vigilance of the secret service 
department, but on Information received 
from Secret Service Agent Brown, Meyers 
was captured, but Gonzales and Guadello 
have so far escaped, 

"I think on InvostlBatlon It will turn out 
to he tbe old game, although Oundello Is an 
(dii counterfeiter nnd perhnps mny linve 
turned his attention to actual cminti.rf 'it- 
lug. Take them In nil, they are the snonth 
est gang I have ever dealt nllh. .-ind I 
could Illl a biiok with what I know of tlielr 
different gamcK of siire-tliing work. 

"They did n„| conllne IlienisejveM to tlilM

Two Steamers— Gift for Bravery 
to Pttvonia Ship's Company. 

I-ivorpool, March 29. — At the meeting 
to-(l:iy of the sluirehohlors of the (Junnrd 
Ijiue Steani.shiii (Jo., Haron IiLverclyde, 
the eliairniaii of the coinpiiny, announced 
111 iuci-ease in ilie prolits of £;UI,y7-. J5ut, 
lie added, tlu' coiiiiiiL; year might bi! ail- 
verscly affected by bad freiglits, which 
showed little «!gn of improving, and by 
the war in passenger rates, which was 
bound to affect the coinpiiny's revenue.

drawn in September. The chairmnu 
coneludt'd with complimentary allusion 
to the oflicors and erew of the company's 
sK anier Pavonin, which recently reached 
I.iverpool after most trying clrcnm- 
staiu e.^'. After the meeting the directors 
received the oliicurs and crew of the 
I'livonia, coniplimcnted them all upon 
their gallantry, and distributed among 
them the sum of !f2,500. 



SuohonilBh, March 28^In a fight be- 
tween William Kingman and Jack Burns, 
two millmen living six miles cast of here 
and near Monroe, yesterday noon, King- 
man was knocked insensible and badly 
injured about the head, from which in- 
juries he died about midnight.

This cuised some 
speetjitors to resist the ushers and sol- 
diers had to bo summoned to clear the 
galleries, residting in a series of excit- 
ing scullles.

O'llerrin aduiitt(?<l committing the deed 
but claimed lliat it was done in self-de- 
fence; that O'Connell threatened to evis- 
cerate him, and had an open knife in his 
had. 

Dr. L. M. Willard held a post mortem 
examination and found that three bullets 
took effect, one in the left fore-arm, one 
entering the left shoulder and passing 
down the left side, the bullet lodgin 
under the skin near the second rib. The 
other, which Avas undoubtedly the fatal 
shot, entered the right breost, just beloAV 
the collar-bone, ranging down and com- 
ing out under the shoulder blade, severing 
the clavical artery in its passage and 
lodging in his clothes. 

O'Connell is tlie owner of tlie Bunker 
Hill groqp of claims on Palmer mountain 
recently bonded by c.\-Goveriior Mackin 
tosk and more lately to Patsy Clark, of 
Spokane. O'Connell received consider 
able notoriety in Spokane last Aviuter and 
wns generally considered very quiirrel- 
some when in liqimr, and had been drunk 
for several duys. lie is said to liav( 
killed a man in Arizona, and it is suii- 
posed that his right name is Sullivan, 
.fohn O'llerrin is a respected member of 
the communit.v.
